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CROP  PROSPECTS. 

Harve sting  in  India  was  proceeding  under  favorable  conditions  on  April  10 
and  surplus  stocks  of  wheat,   seeds,  barley,  rice,  and  cotton  will  be  available 
for  export  as  soon  as  the  western  markets  are  ready  for  them. 

The  condition  of  winter  grains  in  Europe  continues  favorable. 

The  crop  out  look  in  Russia,  as  reported  by  Brocmhall  April  10,  is  satis- 
factory . 

The  grain  area  of  Germany  is  larger  than  last  year,  according  to  an  offi- 
cial estimate  of  April  1  cabled  by  the  United  States  Agricultural  Representative 
in  Berlin. 

Spring  seeding  in  France  and  Austria  was  nearing  completion  by  the  middle 
of  April.     Grains  sown  in  France  during  the  last  of  February,  and  the  first  of 
March  are  germinating  regularly.     Germination  of  spring  cereals  in  Austria  has 
been  delayed  by  cold  weather. 

The  winter  grain  crops  in  Northern  Africa  are  generally  favcraole  in  con- 
dition except  in  parts  of  Morocco  where  the  rains  came  too  late  to  insure  the 
crop . 

A  moderate  outturn  of  wheat  in  Morocco  and  about  half  the  average  quantity 
of  barley  available  for  export  is  estimated  by  a  private  authority. 

The  winter  wheat  acreage  in  Scotland  is  reported  to  be  slightly  less  than 
last  year  in  the  London  Grain  Seed  and  Oil  Reporter  of  April  l6. 

The  raisin  crop  of  Spain  for  this  year  appears  favorable,  according  to  the 
Anglo -South  American  Bank  Circular,  April  1^. 

The  Italian  lemon  crop  has  been  damaged  by  windstorms  and  it  is  estimated 
that  one-third  of  the  production  is  not  suitable  for  export,  according  to  a 
cablegram  from  the  American  Counsel  at  Palermo,  Italy. 

A  record  area  of  grains  in  Argentina  for  1923-2-1  is  indicated  and  prepara- 
tions for  seeding  wheat,  oats,  and  linseed  are  making  rapid  progress,  according 
to  Broomhall's  Corn  Trade  News  of  April  10. 

SHEEP  AND  MUTTON. 

The  total  number  of  sheep  in  the  principal  sheep  producing  countries  of 
the  world,  according  to  the  most  recent  estimates  available,  is  nearly  30,000,000 
less  than  a  representative  pre-war  figure  for  the  same  countries.     The  greatest 
decreases  in  number  occurred  in  the  countries  of  Uruguay,  Argentina,  Turkey, 
France  and  Australia.    Considerable  increases  in  numbers  are  shown  in  the  Union 
of  South  Africa  and  Spain. 
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The  number  of  sheep  slaughtered  in  Argentina  in  freezing,   salting,  and  pre- 
served meat  works  only  during  1922  amounted  to  4, 770,000  head.     This  is  more  than 
1,000,000  over  the  preceding  year  which  had  shewn  a  considerable  increase  as  com- 
pared with  any  other  year  since  1912. 

The  total  number  of  animals  exported  and  slaughtered  in  Uruguay  during  1921 
was  71^,06l  an  increase  of  15  per  cent  over  624, 028  the  number  exported  and 
slaughtered  in  1913-     In  193-7  the  number  exported  and  slaughtered  was  only  276,333- 

The  number  of  sheep  slaughtered  in  in spec ted  establishments  in  Canada  during 

1920  was  6b2, 763 .  Production  of  mutton  during  the  same  year  amounted  to  46,9^1,632 
pounds.  This  is  a  greater  amount  than  in  either  the  preceding  year  or  the  one  fol- 
lowing. 

The  number  of  sheep  slaughtered  in  Australia  during  the  10  year  period  1910 
to  1920,  ranged  from  3,050,030  in  1917  to  15,137,774  in  1919  which  was  only  slight- 
ly below  the  1910  pre-war  figure.     In  1920,  however,  the  number  reported  slaughter- 
ed wa s  only  10 , 343 , 796 . 

Slaughtering  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  New  Zealand  during  1922  shows  an  increase 
of  1,032,000  over  the  preceding  year  in  the  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered. 
1,521,000  more  than  in  the  year  before  while  the  number  of  sheep  were  439,000  less. 
Shipments  of  mutton  and  lamb  from  New  Zealand  this  season  are  expected  to  be 
1,650,000  carcases  less  than  last  year  because  of  the  unseasonable  weather  and 
depleted  flocks. 

The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  slaughtered  in  the  European  countrie s  of  Bel- 
gium, Bulgaria,  and  Germany  during  1921  was  greater  than  in  1920.     The  greatest 
increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  occurred  in  Germany,  where  there 
were  2,094,000  sheep  and  lambs  slaughtered  in  1921,  as  compared  with  724,000  in 
1920.     Statistics  of  municipal  slaughterings  in  sixteen  cities  of  France,  which 
represent  approximately  70  per  cent  of  the  total,  amounted  to  1,792,000  during 

1921  or  U91, 000  more  than  were  slaughtered  in  1920. 

Consumption  of  mutton  and  lamb  in  the  United  Kingdom,  United  State s  and  Bel- 
gium.   During  the  year  1922,   it  is  estimated  that  the  consumption  of  mutton  ana 
lamb  in  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  1,213,302,000  pounds.    About  40  per  cent  of 
this  amount  'was  produced  at  home.     The  remainder  is  imported,  principally  from 
Argentina,  Australia,  and  New  Zealand,  and  amounting  to  nearly  the  whole  of  the  ex- 
portable surplus  of  these  countries. 

Consumption  of  mutton  and  lamb  in  the  United  States  remains  below  the  pre- 
war estimate.     The  per  capita  consumption  in  1922  is  given  as  5-0  pounds  as  com- 
pared with  7.6  pounds  in  1913. 

The  consumption  of  mutton  and  lamb  in  Belgium  in  1921  amounted  to  1.73  per 
cent  of  the  total  meat  consumption.     In  1912  the  proportion  of  mutton  ana  lamb  con- 
sumed was  2.23  per  cent  of  the  total  of  all  kinds  of  meat. 

The  world1 s  export  of  frozen  and  chilled  mutton  and  lamb  was  greater  in  1920 
than  in  any  other  year  since  1912  according  to  a  statement  by  W.  Weddell  and  Co. 
amounting  in  that  year  to  743,003,000  pounds.     The  estimate  for  1922  by  the  same 
firm  is  73^,064,000  pounds  which  is  somewhat  below  the  1920  estimate  but  is  23  per 
cent  above  the  pre-war  figure  of  593,282,000  pounds  in  1913- 

The  average  exports  of  mutton  and  lamb  from  Australia ,  Argentina,  the  Unit eg 
States  and  the  Ne ther lands  for  the  pre-war  year s  1911-13  were  greater  than  the  av- 
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erage  for  the  post-war  years  1919-1922.     However,  exports  from  New  Zealand  were  less 
for  the  years  1911-13  than  for  the  post-war  period.    Exports  from  New  Zealand  for 
1922  amounted  to  331,000,000  pounds  compared  with  an  average  of  236,000,000  pounds 
for  1911-13,  an  increase  of  40  per  cent. 

The  United  States  imported  12.000.000  pounds  of  mutton  and  lamb  in  1922, 
which  was  just  half  of  the  amount  imported  in  1921  but  approximately  the  same  as 
for  the  fiscal  year  1914.     In  1922  Argentina  and  Canada  were  our  chief  sources  of 
supply,  each  country  contributing  approximately  40  per  cent  of  the  total  imports.^ 
Only  13  per  cent  was  received  from  New  Zealand  as  compared  with  90  per  cent  in  1921. 

PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION. 

The  acreage  of  winter  cereals  and  colza  in  Rumania  for  1922-23  is  nearly 
600,000  acres  less  than  in  1921-22.    The  wheat  acreage  is  4,433,000  or  about  433,000 
acres  below  that  of  last  year. 

Crop  production  in  Argentina  for  1922-23  as  reported  in  the  official  esti- 
mates of  February  17,  shows  decreases  in  wheat,  rye,  and  linseed  as  compared  with 
the  previous  estimate  issued  on  November  o,  1922.     Increases  in  the  oats  and  oar  ley 
crops  over  the  preliminary  estimates  are  indicated.    The  wheat  crop  is  now  estimated 
at  194,068,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  nearly  20  million  bushels  from  the  estimate  of 
215,316,000  bushels  on'November  6,  1922,  but  13,427,000  bushels  above  130,641,000 
bushels,  the  final  estimate  for  1921-22. 

The  wheat  crop  of  Syr ia  occupies  nearly  half  of  the  total  area  in  cultivation 
and  production  is  barely  sufficient  for  local  consumption. 

The  labor  supply  in  Germany  is  somewhat  improved,  according  to  a  cablegram 
of  April  23  from  the  United  States  Agricultural  Representative  in  Berlin. 

Prices  for  Australian  and  South  American  wools  in  London  on  April  23,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  received  from  the  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  London,  were 
as  follows:     Australia  64' s  to  70' s  at  1.22  at  prevailing  exchange;  bO' s  at  $1.0bi 
36' s  72  cents  to  77  cents;   50' s  at  53  cents;     46' s  at 

37  cents  to  39  cents;     44' s  at  34  cents;  40' s  to  44' s  at  29  cents.    Montevideo  Ones 
91  cents;  Twos  at  73  cents.     Buenos  Aires  Threes  at  44  cents;  Fours  at  31  cents; 
Fives  at  25  cents. 

Terminal  grain  elevators  are  being  constructed  at  Durban  and  Capetown,  South 
Africa,  with  storage  capacities  of  42,300  tons  and  30,000  tons  respectively,  states 
the  British  Board  of  Trade  Journal  for  April  12,  1923.     Contracts  have  also  oeen 
let  for  the  construction  of  thirty-four  country  elevators,  and  work  has  been  started 
on  23  of  these. 

Potato  growers  in  Northern  Ireland  are  unable  to  market  their  crop  at  a  prof- 
it because  of  the  large  supplies  in  England  resulting  from  the  last  crop,  reports 
Consul  W.  P.  Kent  of  Belfast  under  date  of  March  14.    An  appeal  has  been  made  to 
the  Government  for  assistance  in  disposing  of  the  crop  and  for  credit  facilities  to 
enable  producers  to  plant  the  next  crop.

NEW  ZEALAND  MEAT  SHOE  TAGE . 

The  London  Office  of  "the  New  Zealand  Meat  Producers'  Board  has  been 
advised  by  cable  from  the  head  office  in  Wellington,  under  date  of  the 12th 
of  March,   that  there  is  every  indication  of  a  considerable  shortage  in  this 
season1 s  killings  of  mutton  and  lamb  in  New  Zealand  owing  to  unseasonable 
weather  and  depleted  flocks. 

The  Board  states  that  at  least  750,000  less  sheep  will  be  killed 
than  last  year,  and  unless  weather  conditions  alter  lamb  killing  will  be 
-•Considerably  less  also. 

The  carry-over  of  last  season's  meat  in  store  in  New  Zealand  on 
November  1,  1922  was  only  3^,150  -  60  pound  freight  carcases,  whereas  on 
November  1,  1921,   the  carry-over  was  950,626  -  60  pound  freight  carcases. 
Consequently  the  Board  estimates  shipments  this  season  of  mutton  and  lamb 
to  be  at  least  1,650,000  carcases  less  than  last  season.
